NOT OVER YET. 


The Burlington Hwltehmen Join the 
Striking Engineers Giving the 
Strike a 5ew Phase. 


CmoAOO, March 21—At 12 o'clock 
last night a strike was inaugurated 
among the switchmen employed by the 
Burlington road. 
At midnight 150 of 
them took up thier lanterns and left for 
Turner hall, where a rousing mass meet- 
ing of the Brotherhood was in progress. 


The announcement that the switch- 
men of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy were in full sympathy with the 
striking engineers and firemen and had 
decided to stand by them, was greeted 
with roars of applause. 


The switchmen and brakemen were in 
constant daager of life and limb from al- 
leged incompetency of engineers and 
firemen who had taken the places of the 
Burlington members of the brother- 
hood. 


Not a single switchman refused to 
obey the order to leave their posts. 
The switchmen after tue strike were 
mum as before, except to intimate they 
had assuraucas that none of the Knights 
of Labor among the new engineers and 
firemen on the Burlington would work 
with non-union switchmen. 


HOW IT LOOKS TO DAT. 
The freight traflBc on the Burlington, 
which yesterday was moving praotically 
the same as before the engineers' strike, 
is to-day at a stand-still again. 
Two 
hundred switchmen, employed in tne 
Barlington yards here, struck early this 
morning without any notice whatever to 
the road. 


The switchmen at Aurora, 111., also 
stopped work, but that was the only 
outside point affected, as far as the corn- 
pan v knew of up to 9 o'clock this ra;orn- 
in^. 


The officials decided, however, to 
move no freight at all until this second 
strike is settled, and with the exception 
of live stock trains ia transit, no freight 
is moving. 
The passenger trains are 
running as usual. 
The company has re- 
ceived no notice at all from the switch- 
men and no grievance has yet bcea pre- 
sented or a demand made upon them by 
the switchmen's union. 


It was common gcssip that the switch- 
men had been taken into the fold of 
brotherhood in consideration of their 
going out on a strike. 
About 500 men 
are involved^ 


BuBiiiNOTON, March 24.—There has 
not yet been any strike of the switch- 
men here and none is reported on tUe 
Iow^ division. 


SPRINGFIELD, March 23,—The c.ti- 
zenB of Aurora have asked the board of 
railroad and warehouse commissioners to 
investigate the charges that the engi- 
neers and firemen on tho Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Qaincy 
trains 
running 
through Aurora, are incompetent. 


8T. LOUIB, March 24.—There is no 
strike among the brakemen and switch- 
men on the Burlington system in this 
city or in East St Louis. 


CHIOAOO, March 24.—The switchmen 
in the Cuicago yards of the Chicago, 
California and Santa Fe railway struck 
this morning at an early hour. 
The 
switchmen on the Santa Fe company 
have been at odds for some days about 
their yard master and the men conclud- 
ed to bring matters to a settlement by 
striking.

The eity council of Cleveland has 
pointed a way out of the telegraph \iire 
controversy 
in 
Fort Wayne. 
The 
Cleveland Netoa and Herald 
teJls the 
story in this way: 
"The action of the 
board of councilmen Monday eveniog in 
passing, by an almost unanimous vote, 
the ordinance requiring all telegraph, 
telephone, and electric light and power 
companies to place their wires under 
ground, in certain streets and within a 
certain time, will be heartily approved 
by the people of Cleveland, 
The terri- 
tory in which wires must be baried in- 
cludes the principal budiness district of 
the city, and the time granted the com- 
panies for doing the work ranges from 
one year to three years. 
The city coun- 
cil will retain the power to add 
other 
streetd to those specified, aa may from 
time to time seem expedient and reason - 
able, and a long step has certainly been 
taken toward removing the 
unsightly 
and dangerous wires from all the streets 
of Cleveland. 
If the board of aldermen 
does its duty the ordinance will speedily 
be in force, and then the work of bury 
ing the wires will doubtlees be began 
early this spring." 


This plan was suggested by Mayor 
Mnhler some time ago and should be 
put into operation at once. 
Some of 
our officials have examined the nnder 
ground wire'system at Chicago and pro- 
nounce it entirely practicable in Fort 
Wayne. 


It is the only way out of the present 
dilemma which promises to dra^; its un 
sightly and dangerons length through 
the conrts all Eummer, if the Western 
Union company is not permitted to re- 
sume its former sway. 


It is fair to presnme that this corpor 
ation would not hesitate to place its 
wires underground, for with the tele- 
phone and other lines the cost woulc 
be nominal and the expense of main 
tenance is nothing at all to speak of after 
that. 


The city council can ingratiate itself 
with all citizens if it will pat this under- 
ground wire plan into operation 
at 
once.
